E Noblemen, Knights, Gentlemen, Citzzens, 

-V/ Burgeſſes, Miniſters of the Goſpe!, and Com- 
mons of all ſorts in the Kingdoms of En2/2nd 

and Scotland, by the Providence of God being in one 
Ifland, under one King,and of one true Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, having before our eyes the glory of God, and the 
advancement of the kingdom of our Lord Jelus Chriſt, 
the honour and happineſs of the Kings Majeſty and His 
Poſterity, and rhe true publique Liberty, Safety, and 
Peace of the Kingdomes , wherein every ones private 
condition is included, calling to minde the treacherous 
and bloody Plots, confpiracics, Artemprts, and PraQi- 
ces of the Enemies of God, againſt the true Religion, 
and profeſſion thereot in all places, eipecially in this 
Iſland ever ſince the Retormation of Religion,and how 
much their rage, power and preſumption, are of late, 
and at this time increaſed and exerciſed; whereof the 
deplorable ſtatc of the Church & Kingdom of 7reland, 
the diſtreſſed eſtate of the Church and Kingdom of 
England, and the dangerous cſtate of rhe Church and 
Kingdom of Sgotland,are preſent and publique Teſtimo- 
nies; We have now at laſt, after other means of Sup- 
plication, Remonſtrance, Proteſtation, and Sufferings 
" MJ for 


for the preſervation of our ſelves and our Religion, 
ffom utter Ruine-and DeſtruQtion, according to the 
commendable praQice of theſe Kingdoms in former 
times, and the Example of Gods people in other Nati- 
ons; after mature deliberation, reſolved and determi- 
ned to enter into a mutuall and ſolemn League and Co- 
venant, wherein we ſubſcribe, and with our hands lift- 
ed up to the moſt high God, do ſwear : 


I. Hat we ſhall all and each one of us, ſincerely, 
| readily and conſtantly, through the Grece of 
God, endcavour in our ſeverall places and callings, the 
preſervation of the true Reformed Proteſtant Religion, 
in the Church of $cor/and,in Dorine, Worſhip, Diſci- 
pline & Government, according to the Word of God, 
and the reformation of Religion in the Church of Ene- 
[and (this Explication to be at rhe end of the Covenant, 
As far as we de, or ſhall in our conſciences conceive to be ac- 
cerding ts the Word of God) according to the ſame holy 
Word, the Example of the laſt Reformed Churches, 
and as may bring the Church-of God in both Nations 
ro the neereſt conjunion and Uniformity in Religi- 
on, confeſſion of Faith , Forme of Church-govern- 
ment, diretory for Worſhip and Catechizing ; That 
we and our Pofterity after us may as Brethren, live in 
Faith and Love. 


2. That we ſhall in like manner, without reſpe& of 
perſons, indeavour the Extirpation of Popery, Prelacie, 
Superſtition, Hereſte, Schiſme and Prophancncfe. and 
whatſoever ſhall be found to be contrary to ſound Do- 


&rine, and the power of Godllinefſe in both Nations;

!eſt we partake in other mens firs, and thereby be en- 
dangered to receive of their plagues, that the Lord may 


be one, and his Name one in both Kingdoms, 


3. We ſhall wich the ſame fincc.ity, realty, and con- 
ſtarcy, in our ſeverall Vocations , endeavour with our. 
eſtates and lives to preſerve the Rights and Priviledge; 
ot Parliaments, andthe Liberties of. the Kingdomes. 
reſpectively , and to. preſerve and defend the Kings 
Majeſtics perſon in authority , in the preſervation and 
defence of the true Religion., and Liberties of the 
Kingdomes , that the world may beare witneſſe with 
our conſciences of our Loyalties, that we have no: 
thoughts or intentions to. diminiſh His Majeſties juſt 
poyyerand greatneſle, | | 


4. We ſhall alſo with all faichfullnefle endeavorr 
the diſcovery of all ſuch as have beene, or ſhall be In- 
cendarics, Malignants, and evi'l Inſtruments ro hinder 
a Reformation of Religion, or to devide the. King from 
his people, or the one Kingdom from the other , thar 
. they may be brought to publick triall, and receive con- 
digne punithment, as the degree of their offences ſha'l 
require or deſerye, or the ſupream Judicatures of both 
Kingdomes reſpectively, or others having power from. 
them for that effe&, ſhall judge convenient. 


5. That we ſhall all, and each of us, acco-ding to 
our place and intereſt, inviolably obſerve the Articles 
of the late Trea:yot Peace between the two Nations, 
and ſhall by all good meanes endeavour that Juſtice be 
done without-partialliry upon the Oppoſers of chein in 

manner

manner aforeſaid, to the end that this bleſſed peace may 
be perpcruall ro Poſterity. | 


6. "That we ſhall alſo ro the utmoſt of our ability, 
in this common cauſe of Religion, Liberty, and Peace 
ofthe Kingdomes, aſſiſt and defend all thoſe that en- 
ter into this Leagne, and Covenant, in the maintaining 
&purſuing thereof,and ſhall nor ſuffer our ſelves direct- 
ly or indiretly by whatſoever combination, perſwaſion 
or terror, to be devided or withdrawn from this bleſſed 
Union and conjunction, whether to make defeRion to 
the contrary part,or give our ſclyes toa deteſtible indif- 
ferency or neutrality in the cauſe of God, good of the 
Kingdome, and honour of the King , but ſhall all che 
dayes of our life zealouſly and «conſtantly continue 
therein, againſt all oppoſition, and promore the ſame 
according to our power, againſt all Lets and Tmpcdi- 
ments whatſoever; and what we are not able our {elves 
ro ſuppreſle and overcome , we ſhall reveale and make 
known, that it may be timely prevented and removed : 
All which we ſhall do as in the ſight of God, 


And becauſe both Nations are guilty of many fins 
and provocations againſt God, and his Son Jeſus Chriſt 
as 15 manifeſt by our preſent diſtreſſes and dangers, the 
fruits thereof, We profefſe and declare before God 
and the world, our unfayned deſire to be humbled for 
our own fins, and for the ſins of both Nations eſpecial - 
Iy,that we have not as we ought, valucd the ineftitmable 
benefit of the Goſpel,that we have not laboured tor the 
power and purity thereof, that we have not endeavored 
co receive Chriſt in our hearts, which are the cauſes of

other Tranſgrefſions, ſo much abounding among us, . 
and our true unfeined purpoſe, deſire, and endeavour - 
for our ſelves,and all other under our power and charge 
both in publick and in private, in all duty we owe to 
God and man, to amend our lives, and cach-one to go 
before others. in the example of reall Reformation , 
thatthe Lord may turne away his wrath, and heavy in- 
diggation, and eſtabliſh both the Nations in truth and 
peace. And this Covenant we make in the preſence of 
Almighty God, the Searcher of all hearts , with a true 
intention to performe the ſame, as we ſhall anſwer at 
. the great day when the ſecrets of all hearts ſhall be diſ- 
cloſed , Moſt humbly beſeeching the Lord to ftreng- 
then us by his Holy Spirit for this end, and to bleſfe 
our deſires and proceedings with'ſuch ſucceſſe, as may 
bring deliverance and ſafery to his people, and encou- 
ragement to other chriſtian Churches groaning unger, 
Or in danger of the yoake of Anti-chriſtian Tyranny; 
' to joyne inthe ſame, or like Aſſociation or Covenant, 

ro the glory of God , the enlargement of the Kingdom 
_ of Jeſus Chriſt, and the peace and tranquility of. chrt- - 
ſtian States and common-wealths.

Dominns ; hi ith allowed and approved, and doth hereby 
Knantmouſ , &> afteFtionatly allow & approve the ſame, 
and are very deftrous&> confident of the cheerfull concur- 
rence of the kingdom of Eng. in this ſo neceſſary and re- | 
ligious a worke ; m which caſe, as the generall Aſſembly 
doth tnjoyne all the Members of this Kirke wunder all 
IIA Cenſures, ſo they will command all the 

ubjeftsof this Kingdom mnder all civill paine, to ſwear 
and Subferibe the ſame , 4s ſhall be preſcribed by the 


Commiſsioners of the K1RKE,
